It Was Ordered by General Mana- 
ger Ramsey. 


The A. R. U. Man Shook His Fist 
at the Terminal Official.

THREE MISSOURI PACIFICO ENGINEERS 
REFUSE TO TAKE OUT PULLMAN CARS, 


Soene at the Depot When Kern's Arrest 
Was Ordered—Beiled Out at One 
Report That the Burlington Manage 
ment Will Insist On Pullman Agree 
ing to Arbitration-Local Situation. 


The Terminal people begana new line of 
tactics this morning in Consequence of their 
switchmen’s action. They had Director Kern 
ofthe A. R. U. arrested at 6:30 in the Union 
Depot yards charged with disturbs 
ing the peace of General Manager 
J. Ramsey, Jr. It is doubtful, however, if 
this was a wise move as the men have been 
considerably aroused dy it and the ohances 
of their making a case against Kern are 
rather slight. 

Kern, together with Director M. . 
Elliott and someof the other leaders, were 
atthe depot watching developments. They 
werein a most agreeable frame of mind as 
they stood watching the idle switchmen 
and the yardmasters performing their unac- 
customed duties.’ 

Beyond the net work Se tracks, where the 
regular passenger trains come in a little to 
the left of the depot, Geteral Manager Ranm- 
sey was talking to fiftee: or twenty’ ewitch- 
men trying to persuade the men to come 
back to work, and also to allow him to ad- 
dress the meeting which they expect to hold 
later in the morning. Kernsaw him there 
and walked over to the crowd. 

KERN'S Auer. 

Kern, in describing wat followed, said: 
found Ramsey giving one of his fatherly 
philanthropic talks to the’ men and 1 
told them not to pay any attention to him. 

He's only giving youtaffy,’’ Ieaid. ‘*I 
ka on him of old when de was in Indian- 
a polis and he ts no friend Df yours.’ 

Ramsey told me to thut up and get off the 
platform and I Frepifed that I hada right 
there and refused to do so. Then he er- 
claimed, ‘Iorder your arrest, and waiked 
away fora policeman. 

The men advised me to run, bet I simply 
walked around the yards a few minutes, and 
shortly a policeman arrested me.’’ 

Ramsey claims that Kern disturbed the 
peace by talking in a loud voice and shaking 
his fist in his face. He admits, however, 
that Kern did not strike him or threaten to 
strike him. 

Officer Rife, acting under instructions from 
Sergeant O’ Malley, made the arrest. Kern 
went quietly to the Four Oceurts, 
where he took a seat in the office 
of Capt. Boyd thirty minutes waiting for 
Ramsey to appear and make his charge. 

Ramsey was slightly ataloss at first to 
know with what tocharge him. He thought 
some of trying to make it an offense against 
the federal laws relative to conspiracy, but 
after consultation with Capt. Boyd he de 
cided to prefer the charge of disturbing the 
peace. 

KERN BAILED OUT. 

Kern was immediately Dalied out by F. H. 
Kicker, and went to his hotel, where he ro- 
tiredina very much exhausted condition, 
having bad but a few hours’ sleep in the 
last four days.

recent victorious struggle with lawless and 
corrupt bossism found that the local pros- 
ecuting officers could not be trusted to 
vindicate the law they appealed to 
the State authorities to help them. The 
Governor and Attorney-General promptly 
responded.“ The Attorney-General took 
charge of the prosecution of Mo- 
Kane and his henchmen, which 
was vigorously conducted by 
eminent special counsel who represented 
him. It was only through this interven- 
tion of the Attorney-General that all the 
rottenness of Brooklyn’s ring rule was un- 
covered and the guilty were punished. 

The St. Louis people are confronted by a 
similar situation in the Ziegenhein case. 
The local authorities upon whom the 
responsibility rests cannot be trusted to 
do their duty They have shown them- 
selves to be under the domination of pow- 
erful political influences operating to pre- 
vent action and shield the guilty. 

The Mayor has proved that he le afraid 
to do his plain duty in the matter of sus- 
pending Collector Ziegenhein, when his 
suspension is not only demanded by every 
consideration of propriety and right, 
but is a condition of vital import- 
ance in the conduct of the presecution. 

With an indictment pending, with op- 
portunity to get all the facts needed and 
with ample power to act he has evaded his 
duty by appointing a commission, whose 
work must necessarily be a farce and who 
have neither the authority -nor the money 
to make an effectual examination of the 
facts. 

The situation in the Circuit Attorney's 
office is worse. Circuit Attorney Zachritz 
has publicly avowed his friendship for the 
indicted Collector. It is notorious that 
Mr. Zachritz has exerted all of his 
power to prevent the Investigation of the 
Coliector’s office and shield the perpe- 
trators of wrong. He has shown 
himself capable of shameless disre- 
gard of propriety and duty in the 
confuct of cases concerning his politi- 
cal and personal friends. He has 
intimated that he will withdraw from the 
prosecution, but this merely leaves the 
case in the hands of his personal assist- 
ant, who may be rendered powerless at 
any time bya word from his chief. Zachritz 
cannot be trusted, and hie clerk, no mat- 
ter what his purpose or ability, is not the 
man to conduct this case. It should be 
conducted by fearless, eminent, unham- 
pered legal counsel.

lt is believed that the outpouring of the 
people, the decorations and the floral tributes 
which will be seen to-morrow when the re- 
mains of the late President are car- 
ried to the Cathedral or Notre 
Dame and from thence to tiie 
Pantheon will be greater and more 
elaborate than have ever before been wit- 
nessed here. in fact, it would seem that the 
people have determined to make the funeral 
of Carnot a demonstration against anar- 
chy as v ell as a tribute of deep respect to the 
dead chief magistiate. This demonstration, 
however, is entirely personal, but it is the 
more effective because it shows that France 
really loves her hero and is deeply incensed 
atthe outrage upon the blood-stained dis- 
ciples of anarchy. 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

So far as the political situation is con- 
cerned, it seems to be finally determined 
that u. Burdeau, who was offered the Pre- 
miership and wo persisted in declining that 
honor, has decided to accept the Presidency 
ofthe Chamber of Deputies. It is asserted, 
on i. Burdeau’s. behalf, that he was 
obliged, by the advice of his physicians, to 
relinquish the task of forming a Cabinet. 

On the other band, M. Dupuy, after con. 
sulting with his colleagues, informed 
Oasimir-Perier this morning that he had 
consented to remain Premier. It is believed. 
however, that the Cabinet will be reorgan- 


ized. 
CHIEF OF DETECTIVES RESIGKED. 

M. Gorin, the Chief of Detectives, bas ro- 
signed, and his resignation is said to de due 
to the factthat he has been severely criti- 
cised for not keeping a better guard over the 
late President, and for not having obtained 
some trace of the Anarchist conspiracy 
which resulted in the murder uf. Carnot, 
That the assassination was a deep-lal plot 
which had ot Deen discussed and planned 
by the Anarchist conspirators is no longer a 
question of doubt. 

THE 4884881 ACCOMPLICES. 

In addition to the facts already cabled, 
clearly showing that the actual murderer 
had accomplices, a dispatch from ‘arseilles 
announces that a soldier detained in the mil- 
itary prison at that place, upon hearing of 
the assassination of the President, gave the 
authorities the full detalis concerning 
the plot, which was hatched. at cette, 
and also furnished the names of seven 
Anarchists who, after the executions of Vail 
lant and Henri, drew lots in order to decide 
which of them whe to kill Sadi-Carnot. ‘The 
lot fell to Sauto Partito, which now seems to 
be the real name er the assassin. Cesario is 
described as having deen Wild with joy“ 
when he found timt he bad been selected to 
commit the musdér.
